Mason Often Was Moody 
and Despondent — Tried 
Poison Death. 


The theory of murder was definite- 
ly thrown into the discards Friday 
afternoon, when a coroner’s jury sum- 
moned to the DeKalb county jail of- 
fice by Sheriff Jake Hall returned a 
verdict of suicide, over the body of 
Miss Detta Mason, of Douglasville, 
governess who disappeared from an 
Atlanta home last April. 

The body was found near Decatur 
Wednesday afternoon by a man seek- 
ing cedars for Christmas trees. A 


.38 caliber revolver was found a few) 


feet away. 
tively set for Friday morning and 
then postponed until Saturday, when 
the theory of the possibility of a false 
note being sent to Miss Mason's em- 
ployer was advanced. 

Specimens of the young woman's 
handwriting were brought from Win- 
ston, her home, Friday morning and 
compared with the note left at the 
home of G. W. Baumann, of Atlanta, 
on April 18. They were found to be 
written by the same person. 

As this handwriting was identical, 
the theory that Miss Mason had been 
lured from the home, murdered and 
a false note sent to Mr. Baumann, 


was discarded and the inquest or- 
dered held over the body of the girl 
found in a thicket near Clairmont 
road. She was identified originally 
by a local dentist who had performed 
bridge work in her mouth. 


Many Witnesses Appear. 


A large number of. witnesses, char- 
acter and otherwise, were summoned 
to the inquest, and they testified that 
the young governess often had been 
moody and depressed. It was brought 
out that in Februa she had _at- 
tempted to take her jown life at the 
Terminal station by drinking a 
dose of poison. She was treated at 
Grady hospital, where she gave the 
name of Ethel Mcore and an address 
in Birmingham. Mrs. Francesi John- 
son, of Hapeville, befriended’ the 
young woman and she _ recuperated 
from the effects of the poison at Mrs. 
Johnson's home. 

Despite rumors tbat still another 
note had been found near the body 
Friday, and that it was so mud- 
stained that it was necessary to trace 
it before it could be read, no such 
evidence was introduced at the in- 
quest. Sheriff Jake Hall, of DeKalb 
county, stated Friday night that tbere 
was no foundation for such rumors. 

The coroner's jury reached tie con- 
clusion that Miss Mason met death by 
her own hand, after the note to her

Elwell L. Hardegree, self-confessed 
slayer of Professor A. H. Johnson, of 
Hartwell, will face Recorder A. W.

He has been held on a 
charge of suspicion. Hardegree’s con- 
fession was to have been considered 
by the Fulton county grand jury at 
Friday morning’s session, but the wit- 
nesses in the case were not heard 
and an indictment was not returned. 

Detective John Lowe was present 
with his witnesses at the grand jury 
courtroom when the grand jury went 
into session Friday morning, but, on 
a request from Paul Etheridge, Jr., 
who has been retained by relatives of 
Professor Johnson as _ special legal 
aid to the prosecutor, hearing of the 
case by the grand jury was postponed. 
It was said that Mr. Etheridge has 
additional evidence in the case he 
desired to investigate before the grand 
jury takes action. 

A case in which Hardegree is 
charged with assault upon J. J. Grif- 
fin, internal revenue inspector, was 
taken off the calendar Friday by So- 
licitor-General John A. Boykin when 
the case was called for trial. No an- 
nouncement was made as to when the 
case of assault will be heard. 

If Hardegree is held by the police 
recorder for murder, the indictment 
prepared by the detectives will then be 
presented to the grand jury for ac- 
tion, it was said. J. W. Wikle, an 
itinerant carpenter, is being held in 
Fulton tower without bond on an in- 
dictment charging him with the mur- 
der of Professor Johnson.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 3.—( United 
News.)—Nationalist troops took the 
offensive in three sectors today in an 
effort to put down rebellions and uni- 
fy China once for all. 

They were reported to have Kwang- 
si and Ironsides forces on the run near 
Canton, to be launching a general at- 
tack on General Tang Seng-Chi'’s army 
near Chengchow, and to be crowding | 
in on mutinous regiments rorth of | 
Nanking. | 

If victOrious in the three movements, | 
they will have removed the most dan- | 
gerous immediate threats to Chinese | 
unity, although three great war lords, | 
Yen-Hsi-Shan, 
Chang Hsueh-Liang, could disturb the 
balance any time they wish. 


In the Canton sector 
alists appeared to have achieved their 
greatest triumph. The government’s 
official news agency, -Kuo Min, re- 
ported loyal forces were rounding up 
the remnants of rebel divisions around 
Canton and expressed belief the loyal- 
ists had decisively ended the drive 
against the southern metropolis. 

Thousands Killed. 

_ The agency estimated that the Iron- 
sides troops, attempting to march on 
Canton from the north, had lost 7,000 
in killed and wounded and that the 
Kwangsi rebels, advancing from the 
west, lost 5,000 killed before they were 
turned back. 

The battle against the Ironsides 
lasted 24 hours. That against the 
Kwangsiites continued for two days, 
with Nanking and Canton gunboats 
landing marines at Puntu and mowing 
down the Kwangsi troops with machine 
guns as they tried to cross the North 
river, to effect a junction with the 
Ironsides. — 

The river was reported choked with 
corpses. 

In Honan province, where General

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—PH)— 
Inquiring further into the relations be- 
tween Edwin P. Shattuck and the 
Cuba Company, the senate lobby com- 
mittee learned today that he prob- 
ably would be paid about $75,000 in 
view of his prominence “and his in- 
timacy with President Hoover.” 

Shattuck was employed by H. C. 
Lakin, president of the Cuba Com- 
pany, to advocate a low duty on sugar 
in the pending tariff bill. 

The $75,000 sum was mentioned in 
a letter Lakin wrote to Veriato Cut- 
terrez, of the presidential palace, Ha- 
vana, last March, which was read 
while Lakin was a witness. 

“In view of Shattuck’s prominence 
and his intimacy with President Hoo- 
ver I expect that we shall pay Shat- 
tuck and his partner something like 
$75,000,” the letter said. 

Previously Shattuck had testified 


that he expected to receive $25,000 or 


more” for his efforts against imposing 
a high sugar duty, The Cuba Com- 
pany which employed him has large 
sugar holdings in Cuba. 

Lakin. has teld the committee that 
Shattuck, who was Hoover's personal 
attorney, was employed partly because 
of his friendship with the president. 
Lakin said he believed that friendship 
would enable Shattuck to see the 
president and that Hoover would have 
confidence in him. 

Questioned today about the employ- 
ment of Shattuck, the witness said he 
had been mistaken in believing Shat- 
tuck could see the president often. 

“He can see the secretaries,’ he 
explained.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—lIt is a 
justifiable reflection of Pennsylvania 


sentiment to say that the appoint-| 


ment of Joseph Grundy to the senate 
reflects the wishes of that state in 
the highest degree. The prediction 
is made that in the primary and elec- 
tion next year Mr. Grundy will be 
returned by a vote that will show im- 
pressive confidence in him, and strong 
resentment to the manner of the at- 
tack made on him and on his state. 

The prediction is also made that 
Mr. Grundy, by the force and other 
genuinely admirable qualities of his 
personality, will make a_ strikingly 
good senator and a large and concrete 
addition to the 
of the senate. Newspaper readers 
outside Pennsylvania may have been 
led to confuse Grundy and Vare, or to 
think of them as of the same type. 
This would be a mistake. Vare is a 
city boss who has spent his active life 
in polities and office holding. Grun- 
dy is a manufacturer who has never 
held office. 

The immediate favor Mr. Grundy 
enjoys in Pennsylvania arises from 
the feeling that the coalition senators 
tried to hully him, that he fought 
back, and that he wen the contest and 
will continue to win it. As it was 
put at the time by an admiring dem- 
ocrat, “every time the coalition sena- 
tors tried to bite Grundy, they broke 
& tooth.” 

This feeling, incidentally, that the 
eontition senators “over reached” 
themselves during their attack on 
Grundy exists in important circles 
outside Pennsylvania. 


High Standing. 


The more permanent esteem for 
Mr. Grundy in Pennsylvania arises 
from the standing of himself, his high 
personal character, his family line, 
and bis manner of conducting the tex- 
tile industry that has been in his 
family for generations. If the coun- 
try has been led to assume, by frag- 
mentary accounts of recent events, 
that Grundy is a lobbyist in the or- 
dinary sense, that is a mistake. He 
is as far as possible from the type of 
professional “rainmaker’ who lobbies 
for a fee. He lobbied for an industry 
of which he is the owner. Aside 
from that he lobbied in the interest 
of the Pennsylvania Manufacturers.

GRIMACING AT GRUNDY. 
The chief merit of the Grundy 


appointment to the senate lies in 
’ the fact that it will expose the gen- 


eral hollowness and hypocrisy of 
the western republican insurgents, 
as they are euphemistically called.

Georgia’s Congressman Edwards, 
representing the Savannah district 
and recently promoted to member- 
ship in the major committee on 
rivers and harbors, {s not contented 
with the slow work of improving 
and connecting up the waterways of 
the Nation.

Latin 
Replaced. 


The new edition of the Index, the 
list of books and publications prohib- 
ited by the Roman Catholic church, 
is printed in Italian. This is the 
first time in the history of the church 
that Latin has been superceded by 
one of its daughters. The fact has 
upset the Latinists of Europe not a 
little. The more since the present 
pontiff is a noted Latinist himself and 
but recently recommended study of 
the language to a large delegation of 
French students. Some see in it an 
end to Latin as the language of the 
church and they cite its declining use 
in ecclesiastical gatherings in Rome.

EVERYDAY QUESTIONS

I am deeply interested in re- 
ligion, but not in the churches, 
because they fail to consult peo- 
ple’s tastes. How can they ex- 
pect increased attendance to get 
religion so long as they are so 
hidebound in their method. I am 
passing them up until they are 
more attractive and have a larg- 
er variety of appeal. 


Whatever may be the situation in 
rural districts, quite a diversity of 
religious services is provided in city 
churches. The ancient ritual of the 
Mass, the elaborate worship of cath- 
dral-like ceremony, the warmth an‘ 
simplicity of evangelical sanctuaries, 
the silent devotion of the Friends 
And the ardent overtures of the Sal- 
vation Army offer a wide choice to 
the unchurched. A score or more of 
cults also advertise their peculiar 
ministries. Is not your position on 
this matter slightly tinged with cant? 
If a man said he was profoundly in- 
terested in politics, but refused to 
support any party or candidate and 
played golf when he should be vot- 
ing, would you take him seriously? 
Hardly. 


Startling as it may sound to some 
critical souls who profess faith in the 
spiritualities, they cannot get re- 
ligion by strolling into the first 
church that happens to suit their 
fancy. Until men make an honest 
effort to humble their pride, expel 
their fond conceits, make restitution 
so far as is possible for wrongs done 
to others, and cleanse their hearts of 
hate and foul desire, religion can do 
little for them, 


Hidebound sinners are a more seri- 
ous phase of this problem than hide- 
bound churches. So why not settle on 
three elemental facts. The first of 
these is that God is not in the 
thoughts of multitudes today. The 
second is, if He were, there would 
be a drastic interference with their 
customary way of living. The third 
is that it is sheer hypocrisy to play 
possum on so vital a matter as per- 
sonal faith, personal goodness and 
personal service for others. 

I respect the individual who is alert 
to the magnitude of these issues, but 
who for conscientious reasons cannot 
see them from my viewpoint or from 
that of the churches. There lives 
more genuine faith in his unfaith than 
in the merely nominal faith of those 
who serve the Lord with a patroniz- 
ing air, or from interested motives. 
As for those who are always beckling 


complaining of the inefficiency or cor- 
ruption of civic government. If you 
really want religion, get on your knees 
and be candid with your Maker,

LEST INDIGESTION BE FORGOT. 
The most frequent cause of indiges- 
tion, the New York state health de 
partment tells the public, is improper 
diet, and the health department de- 
fines indigestion as “any refusal of the 
stomach to care for the food put into 
it, together with nausea, belching of 
gas, and pain in the pit of the stom- 
ach.” And so, the health department 
advises, if you are having any distress 
or indigestion after meals, the logical 
course is to regulate your diet. That 
would be mere hokum, if the health 
department. did not specify just hw 
to do it: “Simple regulation of your 
diet, such as eating regularly and 
cutting down on the amount of food 
and eating well balanced meals.” If 
that fails to effect prompt relief, the 
health department urges that you lose 
no time in consulting your physician, 
for very likely your “indigestion” is a 
manifestation of appendicitis,. or of 
ulcer of the stomach, or possibly even 
cancer of the stomach, or maybe gall- 
stones, or kidney disease, or disease 
of the liver, or same grave lesion in 
the nervous system, 
have never had indigestion but 
once, though I have certainly deserved 
it a thousand times if improper diet, 
unbalanced meals, irregular meals and 
over-indulgence in tempting items can 
produce any such effect. The one 
time I had indigestion I was sure it 
was due to a lot of cocoanut I had 
eaten—until it got so darn uncom- 
fortable that we summoned a surgeon 
and had the treacherous appendix out. 

In my judgment this advice offered 
by the New York state health authori- 
ties is thoroughly bad advice. I don't 
believe any distress or discomfort to 
amount to anything can be caused by 
merely eating irregularly, or taking 
unbalanced meals, or overeating, or 
taking improper food. Of course, 
nausea or vomiting might be produced 
by the eating of improper food. But 
that isn’t “pain in the pit of the 
stomach” by a Jong shot. 

I earnestly believe that when a 
person has “indigestion” that is severe 
enough to call for a remedy, there is 
always good ground for suspecting 
some real organic disease, such as the 
common causes of “indigestion” men- 
tioned by the New York health au- 
thorities. This does not imply that 
every little qualm or casual upset 
spells a serious ailment. It does mean 
that anything amounting to genuine 
bellyache is a danger signal that you 
cannot afford to ignore. No matter 
whether your meals are well balanced 
or not, whether you eat regularly or 
irregularly, whether the food you se- 
lect is correctly suited to your require- 
ments or not, my advice is, ‘never 
fool around with a bellyache, and by 
all means look up a good surgeon if 
you should have bellyache again and 
again or even the makings of one 
repeatedly. 

The guy who suffers from “indiges- 
tion” for more than a few minutes 
without benefit of a surgeon is a big- 
ger fool or a greater hero than I am.

I believe you offer to tell any- 
one the best specialist for any 
trouble. I have had what they 
call neuritis for six months. Had 
my teeth extracted seven weeks

private letter, on request. I have no 
idea what your trouble is, except that 
it probably is not neuritis. It wouid 
be silly to seek a specialist until a 
good physician finds out what ails 
you, at least. A specialist is a doctor 
who is presumably skilled in some one 
thing. For instance, I’m a specialist 
in two-finger typewriting, but that 
doesn’t qualify me to hang wallpaper. 
So if you’re contemplating building a 
home you had better not deal with 
electricians until you get the ground- 
work finished by the steam shovel

Young Doctor Claims Isolation 
; Chicago Scientist's Work Gives Hope of Easy Cure 


Of Dread Influenza Organism 


CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—(#)—A _ 30- 
year-old scientist, Dr. Isadore S., 
Falk, of the University of Chicago, 
has announced the successful isola- 
tion of the germ that causes influ- 
enza. 


Dr. Falk, professor of hygiene and 
bacteriology, began his search for the 
influenza germ a year ago yesterday, 
and succeeded in isolating it Septem- 
ber 30. During the course of the 
experiments, it was learned, the 13 
co-workers, as well as Dr. Falk him- 
self, were victims of the disease they 
sought to conquer. 

With the announcement of isolation 
of the germ, hope was expressed that 
vaccine or antitoxin might he de- 
veloped that would bring influenza 
and certain types of “common colds 
and bronchitis under control. 

The influenza germ, Dr: Falk said, 
is of the pleomorphic streptococcus 
type, resemblfhg a string of pearls not 
well matched, such as “might have 
been strung by a child.” The germs 
colonize in clumps, rough and smooth. 
The rough lumps are the more viru- 
lent, Dr. Falk said. The smooth ones 
produce common colds of the sore 
throat type. 

Some of the germs he designates as 
“smooth” are to be found in normal 
throats, the experiments showed. 

Samples of the blood and throat 
culture of one of his assistants, Miss 
Ruth A. McKinney, were used at the 
start of the experiments. These re- 
vealed many varieties of germs, After 
continued investigation suspicion cen- 
tered upon one, and experiments were 
conducted with it, convincing Dr. 
Falk that this was the germ responsi- 
ble for the disease. 

The germ, Dr. Falk said, will not 
prove fatal in itself, but the disease 
for which it is responsible weakens 
the patient in many cases so that 
he falls victim to other dealier germs. 

With the isolated germ Dr. Falk 
and his associates conducted experi- 
ments on small animals, producing in 
them a disease similar to the influ- 
enza that attacks human beings. 


Dr, Falk was careful to point 
against too great hope from the dis- 
covery. 

“In research for specifics for some 
diseases, isolation of the germ is 75 


per cent of the battle,” he said. “It’ 


remains to be seen whether that is 
true in this fight. Experiments in 
quest of such a specific are now being 
carried on.” 

_it is Dr. Falk's opinion that a vac- 
cine may be developed which, sprayed 
in the throat, will cure influenza. De- 
velopment of antitoxin also is to be 
sought. Indications that the germ 
produces a toxin that may be com- 
batted with antitoxin are found, he 
said, in the fact that a person who 
has had influenza is immune to it 
several weeks after recovery. 

Research work in quest of the in- 
fluenza germ has been carried on at 
the University of Chicago since 191%, 
although the particular series of ex- 
periments that proved successful were 
begun only a year ago. In Dr. Falk's 
group of investigators were R. W. 
Harrison, Dr. M. A. Jacobson, Miss 
McKinney and Dr. G. W. 
of the department of hygiene and 
bacteriology. Drs. E. R. Long, Bela, 
Halpert and R. R. Cannon, of the 
pathology department, co-operated, 
and later several others took part, 
Dr. Falk said. 

Dr. Falk, despite his youth, pre- 
viously had gained distinction for his 
invention of electrical devices to de- 
termine rapidly the degree of virulence 
of bacteria. Both Dr. Falk and 
President Robert Maynard Hutchins, 
youthful president of the university, 
are Yale graduates and both are na- 
tives of Brooklyn, N. Y. Dr. Falk 
finished at Yale in the class ahead 
of Dr. Hutchins. He has been at the 
University of Chicago six years. 

At the end of the present school 
quarter Dr. Falk will relinquish his 
professorship here to become associate 
director of the committee on the cost 
of medical care at the hygienic labo- 
ratory in Washington,

“The busband considers he has the 
right to ‘interfere with the wife and 
the wife considers she has the right 
to interfere with the husband,” he'| 
argued. . 

“Thus marriage becomes a mutual | 
prison, in which each endures the! 
sorrows of the prison for the sake of | 
the joys of the jailer.” | 
Concerning rearing of children, the | 
visiting philosopher said that the seri- | 
ous part of this work is left to ex-' 
perts. “All the average parents con- | 
tribute to their children is nervous | 
disorders, due to divorce, or despair, 
due to the common spectacle of quar- | 
rele,” he said. 


The source of the trouble, Russell 
said, is twofold. 

“First, that marriage is viewed 
from the point of view of sex rather 
than parenthood, and second, that 
when physical love decays, as it nor- 
mally does sooner or latef, current 
morality gives each party the right to 
forbid all happiness to the other,” 
he said. 

In his answers, Powys criticized 
Russell's deductions as being based 
on two sources—divorce statistics and 
psychoanalytical cases. Divorce statis- 
tics, he said, prove nothing. 

“If such statistics,” he argued, 
“proved that the majority of divorced 
persons are disgusted with the in- 
stitution of marriage, there might be 
some sense in such an argument. But 
what do these liberated prisoners do? 
ge hasten as fast as they can back 
to their prison cell! Does this not sug- 
gest that the trouble lies hot in the 
institution of marriage, but in the 
blundering and overhasty choice of 
partners?” 

Powys contended further that the 
world hears only of the unhappy mar- 
riages. The people who are happily 
married keep quiet. about it and do 
not air their personal affairs, he said. 
On the other hand, every time a mar- 
riage is shattered, it is given pub- 
licity. The result, he said, is a general 
impression that all marriages are fail- 
ures,

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—(#)—There 
have bee. many versions of the story 
of Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh's

“We had not been in the air many 
minutes when we sighted the buck. 
We tried to drive him in one direc- 
tion, but the beast would have none 
of it. The colonel would bring his 
plane down quite low in front of the 
antelope, but we could not turn his 
direction. The beast would stop for 
a moment, wait until the airplane 
had gone by, and then go on the way 
in which he was headed. He seemed 
to know the direction he wanted to go 
and th re was no stopping him. Later 
in the hunt the colonel put his ship

down for a time and taxied over the 
prairie. . 

“He seemed to enjoy the chase like 
any American boy. I[ had the gun, 
but made no attempt to shoot from 
the plane. Sometimes we were 580 
high the antelope looked like a jack 
rabbit, and then the colonel would 
bring his ship down near the ground 
and we could see he was an antelope, 
after all. The race kept up for some 
15 miles, and the colonel and I were 
both rather glad when the animal 
escaped in the underbrush.” 

Colonel McNab told the story last 
night at a dinner of the Camp Fire 
Club of America at which he was 
toastmaster. He said later a herd 
of nine antelope was sighted and that 
after the plane had been landed he 
shot .the .leader. Colonel Lindbergh 
on his return from Mexico denied re- 
ports that he had shot an antelope 
from an airplane.

5. SENDS APOLOGY 
“FOR FRNG ON SHE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 
The most recent incident between the 
United States and Canada over ac- 
tivities of the American coast guard 
vessels in their efforts to suppress 


rum-running has been brought to a 
close by an expression of “regrets” by 
the Washington government for the 
firing on the Canadian vessel Shawnee 
on September 11. 

The apology and an admission that 
the firing by a coast guard vessel on 
the Shawnee had been without legal 
authority was communicated to the 
Ottawa government through the Ca- 
nadian legation here. The note con- 
taining the American statement of 
facts on the incident was in reply to 
a request forwarded to the state de- 
partment by Canada and delivered by 
Minister Massey of Canada. 

In conforming with the Canadian 
request for details, the American com- 
munication gave a full report on the 
case. The report was understood to 
have been based on details furnished 
by the coast guard. 

"it was mace, sea ow by the United 
States that live shells had been fired 
at the Canadian vessel only after the 
ship had ignored signals by horns, 
lights and _ blank shells. It was 
charged that the Shawnee had been 
operating without lights and the note 
further contained a suggestion that 
the appropriate Canadian authorities 
proceed against the captain of the 
vessel for operating his craft in a 
manner which might have menaced 
navigation. 

The incident occurred 14.7 miles 
off the nearest land in the vicinity 
of the entrance to New York harbor, 
the note continued. The spot is in 
the area of congested sea traffic en-

Saved by a reprieve less than an hour 
before the time set for his execution. 
Fred W. Edel today hoped to escape 
the electric chair through new evi- 
dence which his counsel said had been 
discovered. 

Preparations were under way in the 
death house of Sing Sing prison for 
the execution of Edel at 11 p. m. when 
Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt tele- 
phoned to Warden Lewis E. Lawes 
that he had graited a reprieve unti! 
December 30. 

Edel is under sentence of death for 
the murder of Mrs. Emma Harring- 
ton, a former actress, whose body was 
found in her upper West Side apart- 
ment, December 24, 1928. She had 
been beaten to death with a hammer. 
fur coat and some letters ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Harrington were found 
im a room in New Haven, Conn., that 
had been occupied by Edel. Three 
months later he was arrested in St. 
Paul, Minn., by federal authorities 
and turned over to New York police. 

He denied the crime and made no 
defense at his trial last February. 
His execution originally was set for 
last: April 22 but a stay was auto- 
matically effected by an appeal for a 
new trial which was denied. 

During his stay in the death house 
Edel has steadfastly maintained that 
he was innocent. 

When informed by the Rev. Dr. 
Anthony Petersen, Protestant chaplin 
at the prison, that the governor had 
granted a reprieve, Edel exclaimed: 
“Thank God. I’m tickled stiff. The 
governor did the right thing. Thank 
God, chaplin. Let us pray.”

MEXICO LIKES 
PIGSKIN GAME: 


American Coaches To Go 
Baek Next Fall—Game 
Aids Both Countries. 


By Walter Trumbull.

When it was decided to establish 
football at the University of Mexico 
Arthur Constantine got into communi- 
cation with T. A. D. Jones on the 
subject of a coach. Naturally Mr. 
Jones suggested a Yale man, as a re- 
sult, Reginald Root took charge. I 
have persuaded Mr. Jones to permit 
me to use portions of a letter he 
received from Mr. Constantine on the 
Mexican football situation. 

Mr. Constantine begins by speaking 


of the beginning of international in- 
tercollegiate football, calling attention 
to the games played at Mexico City 
with Louisiana College and Missis- 
sippi College. He speaks of the for- 
ward strides football has made in 
Mexico and attributes this to Root, 
who, he says, established the games on 
“a sound technical and an admirable 
ethical basis.” Quoting further from 
Mr. Constantine’s letter: 
SOME PASSING! 

“From a purely football point of 
view, the achievement of the Uni- 
versity of Mexico eleven, in its first 
year of coached football, in complet- 
ing 23 out of 28 forward passes on 
November 20 in the game with Mis- 
Sissippi, seems to me to merit more 
than casual mention. I doubt if this 
performance was ever equalled in the 
United States. The University of 
Chicago, in a game with Washington, 
completed 21 out of 35. Back in 
1909, I am informed, Harvard, against 
Carlisle, completed 19 out of 29. 

“E. Roman, halfback, did the pass- 
ing, and Landa, right end, and Elor- 
duy and Miranda, backs, the receiy- 
ing. Landa caught 20 passes. He is 
6 feet 3 inches tall, weighs 175 pounds, 
and is center on the university basket- 
ball team.” 


ANOTHER OOSTERBAAN. 


If Mr. Landa was not personally 

known to the spectators, I should 
suspect that Bennie Oosterbaan had 
learned Spanish and crossed the bor- 
der. The description fits. And if I 
didn’t know that Friedman had been 
in the north playing professional foot- 
ball, I might think that he had changed 
his name to Roman. That famous 
Michigan pair never had a better 
aerial season than this. 
_ Mr. Jones did not favor my print- 
ing some parts of the letter, but. 
when I talked him out of it, I made 
no promises, so I again quote Mr. 
Constantine: 

“I take this opportunity to thank 
you for the vital help you gave in 
enabling the University of Mexico 
eleven—more than that, football in 
Mexico—to get the game on a correct 
basis. Root was an amirable coach. 
His influence over not only the mem- 
bers of the university squad, but over 
players in the secondary schools and 
even in the clubs, was extraordinary. 
He is the type of American who finds 
_in a foreign people likenesses, rather 
than differences, and he won every- 
body’s deep respect. 

WILL RETURN. 


“Root has promised to return next 
year and to bring with him an as- 
sistant to help with the preparatory 
and secondary school elevens coming 
within the jurisdiction of the univer- 
sity. It will further interest you to 
know that the university faculty voted 
to confer on Root the degree of pro- 
'fessor in honoris causa.” 

That certainly will interest more 
persons than ‘Tad Jones. The rumor 
is that many faculties here in the 
north would vote to confer on the 
football coach a degree further south 
than any yet reached and a load of 
bricks.
